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The Invisible Destroyer. 

(3. F. Chroulclo.) 

The inhabitants of San Francisco are 
now exposed to the insidious and im- 
palpable attacks of a deadly foe that 
Rovers about their dwellings day and 
night and gives no warning of his un- 
seen and fraudable approach. When 
the household is wrapped iu slumber 
tbis enemy of human life penetrates 
the sleeping-rooms to which no bolts 
or bars can forbid its access. It tbere 
are no open windows or doors to admit 
him, he can steul in through keyholes, 
' beneath door sills, or through any 
aperture wbich will admit tbe air of 
heaven. His poisonous breath comes 
up from the reeking sewers through 
the pipes that carry off the deposits of 
water-closets and bath-rooms, and 
fixed wash-basins and brings with it 
germs of fever and malaria, and the 
precursors of disease and death. San 
Francisco, from her climate and situ- 
ation, ought to be one of the healthiest 
cities iu tbe world. But tbo statistics 
show that her death-rate is far heavier 
than that of New York, and nearly 
twice what it was a yoar ago. In cer- 
tain sections of the city the infant 
mortality is absolutely frightful. Em- 
inent medical authority has declared 
that if it were not for the westerly and 
northwesterly winds that have lately- 
prevailed it would be still more ap- 
palling, and that if in the present con- 
dition of our sewerage we should be 
visited by ft "heated term" of a few 
weeks, during wbich the temperature 
should rise to anything like that of 
New York or Philadelphia in the 
summer months it would be almost 
certain to breed a pestilence so ter- 
rible that the living would not be num- 
erous enough to bury tbe dead. 

The alarming sanitary condition of 
the city is a fact which ought not to 
be concealed, a f tct to w the 
dutv of the press to call attention with- 
out the slightest regard to the remon- 
strances of those who would fain ig- 
nore or cover up the truth. When.on 
Saturday afternoon, a number of the 
Grand Jury went out to iuspect that 
diffusive centre of pestilence, tbo 
"Mission swamp," iu the vincity of 
Tolsom andSaventeeuth streets, which 
has had so powerful an agency in in- 
creasing tho death-rate of the city, 
they wore nauseated by the horrible 
effluvia which pervade the entire vin- 
city and resolving to call the attention 
of the Health Officers and tho Board 
of Supervisors to the necessity of tak- 
ing immediate steps to abato the death 
breeding nuisance. But this is only 
one of tho localities from which the 
seeds of malarious fever, diptheria 
and other mortal diseases are scattered 
over tbe peninsula. All along tho city 
front there are nuisances to bo abated. 
North Beach in the vincinity of Meigga 
wharf and Washerwoman's Bay de- 
mand the attention of tho sanitary 
authorities. Our sewers are chocked 
up and our whole system of sewerage 
is* shamefully defective. With natural 
advantages of location and climate that 
ought to place San Francisco among 
the healthiest cities of tho globa, wo 
now have more funerals daily, in pro- 
portion to our population, than Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, Vienna or New 
York. Theso are not facts to bo con- 
coaled, for they do not represent a 
necessary condition of things. They 
result from ignorance, carelessness, 
iudifferouco or incompetency on tho 
part of thoso to whose management 
and control tho duty of watching over 
our sanitary interests has been confided 
by tho peoplo.

Correspondence Respecting a Proposed 
Increase in the Number of 
Senators. 

In Lord Dufferin's celebrated speech at 
Victoria bo referred to the application of 
Mr. Mackenzie to H M. 'a Government for 
power to increase the number 01 
Senators. This statement has been made 
tho subject of a motion for the return of 
correspondence on the subject, which 
correspondence was laid before tho Com- 
mons on the 8th March. On the '20th 
December, 1874, Mr. Mackenzie made the 
following application to Lord Kimberly, 
H. M. Secretary for the Colonies: 

"Tho undersigned beg* leave to report 
that under the 26lh Section of 'The J3iit- 
idi North America Act, 18(37," on tho re- 
commendation of the Governor-General, 
Her Majesty may direct that three or six 
Sonators bo added to tho Senate. That in 
his opinion it is desirable, in the Public 
Interests, that sis additional Senators 
should be named under that provision. 
TI10 undersigned therefore recommennds 
t int Her Ma] sty be requested by ilis Ex- 
cellency tho Governor-General to direct 
that six members bo added to tho Senate 
in accordance with the provisions of 'The 
British North America Act, 18b7,' abovo 
cited. 

(Signed) "A. Mackenzie." 

Earl Kimberly replied on tho 23rd of 
February that: 

"You will readily understand that Her 
Majesty could not bo advi*ed to tike tho 
responsibility of interfering with the Con- 
stitution of tho Scnato, exeept upon an 
occasion when it had been made apparent 
that a difference had arisen between the 
two Houses of so serious and permanent 
a character that tho Government could 
not be carried 00 without Her interven- 
tion, and when it could be shown that tho 
limited creation of Senators allowed by 
the Act would apply an adequate remedy. 

This view is, I may observe, strongly 
confirmed by the provisions of the 27th 
Section, which shows that the additiou to 
tho Senate is only to be temporary, and 
that the Senate is to bo reduced to its 
usual number as soon its possible ufter tho 
necessity for tho exercise of the special 
power has passed away. 

"Il follows from what I havo said that 
I am not prepared to advise Her Majesty 
to direct tho proposed addition to tho Se- 
nate." 

Another Version of Mr. Bunster's Speech 
on the Gambling Bill. 

[Ottawa Citizen. J 

Tho House wont into Committee of tho 
Whole on Hon Mr. Blake's bill to prevent 
gambling practices in public con veyanoes. 

Mr. Bunster hoped tho Act would not 
apply to British Columbia, as he did not 
want to see the miueis deprived of any 
little luxury. (Laughter.) These men, 
who were engaged iu developing the 
mining interests, needed alittlo recreation 
when on board stoamboats. Ho objected, 
too, that they should put a further tax on 
beer. Ho believed that such measures 
were contrary to human nature, and to 
thu development of British Columbia. 
(Laughter.) He que.-tionod if the Do 
minion had any right to pass such a law. 
The Province had a right to kick ngaitut 
it. (Renewed laughter. ) The men of 
British Columbia cared very liitio, if a 
law didn't suit them, whether they ro- 
spected it or not. He hoped the Minister 
01 Justice would withdraw this bill, as far 
as British Columbia was concerned. 

Hon. Mr. Blako said the hon. gentle- 
man only referred to steamboats. Ho did 
not appear to think thero was any present 
dillicuity to railroads in British Columbia. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Bunster said tho hon. Minister of 
Justice porsisted in making a farce of the 
Pacific Railway whether on the hustings 
or elsewhere. Notwithstanding the slurs 
that were cast he had faith that the road 
would yet bo built, if not by this Gov- 
ernment, by some other Government. 
They might make or "hust" twenty Gov- 
ernments but they would havo tho road 
built. (Laughter.)

Dr. Tolmio explained that this Bill had 
been nmended by patting in the word en- 
closed. 

Oupt. Evans asked whether it wa8 fair 
the House bhould bo asked to go on with 
a bill; he had no copy of it and thought 
it was a slip-diod way of doing business. 
It was underhand (laughter.) 

[The Messenger hero handed the Cap- 
tain a copy of the Bill ] 

Dr. Tolmio said tuat tho hon. gentle- 
man should not throw out vile insinua- 
tions. Ho romembored an old saying 
about chiekeus coining home to roost, and 
these insiuv-itious would come homo to 
the hon. gentleman Botno day, Ho then 
explained the alterations the Committee 
had m-tde in the Bill, namely in the first 
lim< of tho 1st, 21 und 3.1 clauses the word 
"enclosed" bad boon inserted. 

Mr. Humphreys wanted tho Bill with 
tho alterations in it. 

Dr. Tolmie said that ho had wished the 
Bill printed and thought it was going to 
bo printed. This BUI i-i the same as the 
first— tho difference being that U is limit- 
ed to eiiclo-od land. 

Mr. Mara wished to know whore the 
word came in. 

Dr Tolmie explained that it came in in 
tho preamble und in clauie 1. 

Mr. Beaven thought tho Bill was just 
ns objectionable now as it was when it was 
lirst introduced. IIo thought it «va3 a 
game act in disguise, and moved that tho 
Committ;e rise. 

Dr. Tolmie said this Act is for tho re- 
lief of farmers to provide them with some 
rodross for crying evils; mon breaking 
clown tho feuCL-8 with their half-train 
ed dogs which get after sheep and pjul- 
try. Ho had found his lambs with grains 
of shot in fcueir bodies. As for the ordi- 
nary pedestrian lie will not pulldown tho 
feneos, but will geiierully flnil tho gato. 
This Bill is to make the way of transgres- 
sors hard ; ho felt that it would bo wel- 
comed everywhere from Yale to tho sea. 
As for tho Naval oilieors ho know that 
they were too much of goutlonvm to go 
into the enclosed lands without asking 
permission, and he felt suro they would 
novor be refused. 

Mr. Fisher did not r-co what the objec- 
tion was to tnis clause lt is simply ask 
ing men to pay for whatever damage they 
do. Ho could not suppose that the far- 
mers would bocome tyrants for one mo- 
ment. He thought it was our duty to 
protect them. It' tliH clauso is provided 
for in the Trespass Act thou there can bo 
no harm in allowing it to pass. 

Mr. Mara uskod Mr Beaveu to withdraw 
his amendment no as to give hon. gentle- 
men an opportunity of speaking on this 
question. 

Mr. Beaven complied. 
Capt Evans thought ihis was mischiev- 
ous legislation, Ho had heard something 
outside which bad originated this. It 
was that certain men had made arraugo- 
nient-i with s jine of the landowners to 
preserve gu me for their especial benefit. 
Ho would have no objection if this was 
confined to Cloverdalo alone. 

Mr. Gordon would support the Bill ns 
it Btood. 

Mr. Humphreys eaid tho Bill required 
farther amendments yet, Ho hoped tho 
Houso would not throw any great obsta- 
cle in tho way of the Act. 

Dr. Tolmio said that ho was willing to 
insert a oluuso to tho offoot that a justice 
of the poaco should not act iu his own 
case. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that as the Bill 
had b*ou amended ha would support it; 



Ho did not beliovo in a man destroying 
fences ind ho did not bolieve in a slaugh- 
ter of birds when they art) for our support 
and notfor our pleasure — just to seo how 
many we can kill. 

Mr. Boaven thought this wa3 a vicious 
Bill. 

Mr. W. Browu did not think this would 
do for tho upper country. They had lit- 
tle or no enclosed lands up there, unless 
you take tho Eraser Eiver an n boundary. 

Clause 1 passed. 

Dr. Tolmio eaid ho had yet to hear a 
single farmer obj act to tho Bill, and ho 
thought that two-thirds would always bo 
in favor of it. 

Mr. Smith wanted to know whether if a 
sportsman who had been out shooting and 
was a-03sing a field ou his way homo 
would ho bo liable to arrost ? 

Dr. Tolmio said that ho would not un- 
less he was shooting there or doing auy 
damage. 

Mr. Mara thought that it would savo 
much tituo if hon. gentlemen coufiiioil 
thomselvos to the clause in question. As 
for tho Bill actiog badly on tho mainland 
ho thought that iu very many oases it 
would be f-imply a dead letter. 

Mr. Milby did not boo the use of tlm 
Bill at all except that it was to give a 
jusiice of poaco power to convict in » 
summary manner. 

Clause 2 passod. 

Mr. Boaven wished to add a clauso here 
to tho effect that this act hns uo force in 
any district unless it bo agreed to by two- 
thirds of the farmers. 

Air. Gordon did not agree with this 
permissivo clause, ho thought that it was 
absurd that members should bo eleetoil 
to coino bnre and then a matter they votod 
ou should again go to tho pooplo to bo 
decided. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithowas against inserting 
this clause for the same rouson as Mr. 
Ooidon. Ho thought that question were 
for tho representatives of tho people to 
docido. 

Mr, W. Brown moved tint a clauso 9 
bo added stating that it shall nut effect tho 
farmers east of the Cascades unless they 
applied for it, this was ngredd to. Com" 
mitteo rose and reported asking leave to 
sit again. Granted. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE HILL. 

House ill committee, — Mr. Gordou in 
the chair. 

Clause 18, 19 and 20 parsed. 
Mr. Gullasrhor thought a County Court 
Judge should be given to Kootenay. 

Hun. Mr. Elliott explained that they 
woro doing nil they could for Kootoimy 
and were recommending to the Dominion 
Government tho propriety of uiving them 
a judge or the Gold Commissioner the 
power of a judge. 

Clauies from 21 to 35 passed. 
Hon. Mr, Elliott moved that tho com- 
mittee rise aud report the bill complete 
with amendments. Carried. 
House adjourned till 7.30.

ASSESSMENT AMENDMENT BILL. 

Clause 9— Mr. Morrison pioposed to 
add "after improvement ou each parcel" 
aad strike out the rest. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon did not agreo with 
this, for ho thought the settler should get 
credit for whatever improvements he has 
made; for instance, ho may havo made 
iroprovemenients on nearly tho whole of 
his land but still may bo S20 short of tho 
improvement required, and if you striko 
this out then ha will have to pay on tho 
whoU land, as if no im proveoientB had 
bepn made, which is most unfair. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott could not Eee any ob- 
jection to this; it would ho mauifestly 
hard on tho settler not to allow for what 
ho had laid out in improvements. 

Hon. Mr. Vornon said that if tbey wish- 
ed to satisfy all uprsom they mns,t then 
alter tho present Land Act. At one lime 
people were obliged to pre-empt land, 
and at the name timo could take up so 
much land adjoining by paying a small 
fee. 

Mr. Smith said that tho hon. member 
for Cariboo had said that ho had received 
information from as good a man as any in 
tho House tint great injustice had I>pro 
dono in the Yale Distriet. Ho (Mr. Smith) 
strongly objected to this kind of argu- 
ment. It was unparliamentary. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott quite ngreed with the 
hon. member for Yalo. Ho did not like 
these inuendoes nt all, "from as good a 
man as any in this House," and "great in- 
justice had been done" — as much as to 
say, if I would I could tell you nil some- 
thing that would make your hnir stand on 
ond. Such insinuations allowed very bad 
taste indeed on tho part of tho hon. gon- 
tlore.au. who be- thought, was old ftB<NU"u I 
and had sufficient sense to know that 
thero is no argument in theso insinuations 
(groat, applause, ) 

Capt. Evan.i said that ho imnlied no- 
thing whntever nguinst tho Chior Commis- 
sioner, for he had hoard this somo vears 
ago. and ho thought thnt tho hon. Load- 
er of tho Government might have under 
stood this; but ho (Capt. Evniia) suppos- 
ed the lion, gentleman did not wish to un- 
derstand him. 

Mr. Morrison's amendment was put and 
lost. 

Clnuso four then passed with 5, (i, 7 
and 8. 

Mr. Milby thought some amendment 
should ho made to clause 22 in the Assess- 
ment Act. 1870. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott snid he was afraid ho 
could not, for evon hero in Victoria it is 
verv hard to find a, cash price for the 
land. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved as n 9th clnnso 
"that this Act bo cited as the Assessment 
Amendment Act, 1877. Passed. 

Committeo rose and reportod the Bill 
comploto. 

QUESTION. 

Mr. Gallagher a-ked tho Leader of tho 
Government how Mr. Foarnie came to bo 
dischurced from tho position of consta- 
ble »t, Kooot.'iiav, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that ho ao- 
oeptod oflioe under tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and that bj that acceptance bin 
position under the Local Government 
Iras vacated. 



Gonn Sf^se Commended — The Ottawa 
Free /'/eta of March 8th soys:— The en- 
dued of the people of Jiritisb Columbia, 
through the L-gislaturo of that Province, 
in adopting the moderate and patriotic 
course in reference to the Pacific Builway 
and in accepting tho assurance from Lord 
Carnarvon of Ike good faith of tho Do 
minion in regard t'> the railway, and in 
acquiescing in the delav iuipo-od not of 
choice, but of necessity, merits and will 
meet the approbation of tho country.

conviction quashed. 
Jier/intt r.s.| Houghton. — -A Magistrate's 
conviction brought up under writ of 
certiorari sought to ho quashed by defen- 
dant. 

Mr. Johnson, instructed by the Attorney 
General, for the Crown; Mr. Drako(Drako 
and Jackson) for tiio defendant. 

Mr. Johnson in support of the convic- 
tion argued that the consent, of tho defen- 
dant to be tried by tho Polico Magistrate 
was not required , and that the fact of tho 
defendant having pleaded guilty and not 
having raised any objection admitted tho 
MagiBtratu's jurisdiction. With regard 
to tho form of conviction ho hold that 
was a matter of no importance so loug as 
the substance woro observed. Sootion 30 
of I he Summary Trials Act stated that no 
conviction shall be quashed for want of 
form, Ho submitted that the defendant 
ought to have raised the objection to tho 
Magistrate's jurisdiction in the lower 
court. The learned counsel then quoted 
tho caso of Itogina vs. the Cheltenham 
Commissioners, which ho maintained 
Affirmed that a defeudunt by acquiescing 
in tlio jurisdiction of a magistrato acta 
ally gave consent to it. This was the 
only case? ho had boon nblo to rind bearing 
on tbo question. 

Tho Chief Justico said ho had nover 
hoard it affirmed that tho waiving of a 
prisoner's right could remove tho defect 
of a judge or magistrate. His Lordship 
feared tho learned counsel had boen mis- 
led by referring only to tho mnginal notes 
of tho caso bo quoted. Tho real sub- 
stance of the ca=e was against tho position 
takou by the learned counsel. A prisoner 
could not by consent mako a judge, who 
by defect or from being interested, was 
not a judge. 

Mi, .Toliooon continuing submitted that 
tbo conviction was only for ono offence, 
not for two as argued by Mr. Drako. 

Tho Chief Justice pointed out that (ho 
certified copy of tho original conviction 
included throo distinct offences, whereas 
tho conviction returned under certiorari 
dropped from it tho cutting and wound- 
ing altogether and only cont-incd two 
offences, 

Mr. Justice Gray said that the amended 
conviction should bo in accordance with 
the (nets of tbo ca-oas proved, 

Mr. Dinko said it wa^ a matter forargu- 
inent aud decision as to how far a magis- 
trato might heallowed to amend a convic- 
tion tinder certiorari. This was a point ho 
intended to take. 

Mr. Johnson admitted that Mr. Drako 
conl. i dispute tho validity of the return, 
but ho must take the proper steps iu do- 
ing (-0. 

The Chief Justico said his opinion was 
that tho court could not go behind the 
conviction although tho magistrate had 
changed his front. 

Mr. Johnson continuing his argument 
held that there had only been couviction 
for one offence, that of aggravated assault 
hi/ inflicting grievous boiiily harm. 

Mr. Justico Gray submitted that tho 
facts did not prove that thero was any 
grievous bodily harm as defined by law. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that an 
assault might result in grievous bodily 
harm and yet not ho an aggravated as- 
sault at all. Tho most painful and 
giicvons bodily harm might frequently 
result from a merely common assault, and 
en the other hand an aggravated assault 
rui^at iu many ways bo committed with- 
out committing the least harm iu tho 
world. 

Mr. Justico Gray said that grievous 
bodily harm as defined by law must in- 
flict some permanent injury, or leave 
some permanent indication such as a scar. 
Was there in I his case any such injury 
inflicted? He would nsk Mr. Johnson if 
the nmended conviciion was iu accord- 
unco with the facts proved. 

Mr, Johnson with great humility stated 
that he did not intend to argue that point. 

Mr. Justice Crease -Do you mean to 
say, then, that you support a conviction 
which you do not consider in accordance 
with facts? 

Mr. Johnson — Mo, my Lord ; my cou- 
tention is that the conviction is good, in- 
asmuch us it is oniy for only ono offence. 

Mr. Justice Gray— Tho conviction says 
that the prisoner pleaded guilty to an ag- 
gravated assault by committing grievous 
bodily harm and cutting and wounding. 
Now is that portion of the couviction iu 
accordance with fact? 

Mr. Johnson— That is not for me to 
slate. 

Tho Chief Justice poiuted out that tho 
defendant had probably pleaded guilty 
under a misapprehension as to the chap- 
ter of the Act under which ho was to be 
triod. 

Mr. Johnson, in tho third placo, sub- 
mitted that, inasmuch as tho conviction 
described tho offence in the words of the 
Statute, it was sufficient, He submitted 
that tho assault was doscribed by the 
words, "by striking him on tho head with 
a stick." 

Mr. Justico Gray— That need not of ne- 
cessity cause grievous bodiiy harm. Thero 
migl t result no scar, uo eyo put out, no 
pcrmanout injury at all. 

TheChief Juitice— A black eyo is more- 
ly a temporary derangement of function, 
not grievous bodily haim any raoro than 
arson or larceny. Tho ovidonce in this 
case does not say one word which can 
convict for committing giievous bodily 
harm. 

Mr. Johnson — If tho Court holds that 
striking on tho head with a htick does not 
constitute grievous bodily harm then I 
do not know what to say. 

Tho Court— It by no moans of neces- 
sity constitutes it, although possibly it 
may. 

Tho Chief Justico— Tho magistrate has 
thought proper to call grievous bodiiy 
barin that which tho statute dhtinotly 
lay- down shall not bo regarded as such, 
and I cannot possibly seo how his couvic- 
tion can bo bustainud, 

Mr. Drako then proceeded to argue 
that tho Polico Magistrate had taken too 
great a latitude in amending his convic- 
tion, tho otio brought up under certiorari 
dilferiug very materially in substance 
from tho original conviction, whidi set 
out a good deal innro than was sustained 
by fact. The statuto which allocs tho 
nmendment, ho hold, alluded purely to 
matters of form, not of substance. 

The Chief Justice said tho first convic- 
tion was not really before tho court, tho 
only ono they could deal with was tho 
amended one. Tho present conviction 
was quite different from tho former ono, 
but tho only question now was— is tho 
amended conviction good? Can it stand? 
■We do not think it can; tho lack of oon- 
sent on tho part of tho prisoner to the 
jurisdiction of the court is suffioumt ot 



itself to condemn it, That oonsent must 
bo definitely giver, and not only given 
but must he stated iu the couviction as 
positively given, the magistrate having 
previously fully explained to thoprisonor 
tho nituro of the assault with which ho is 
charged. The magistrate could not got 
over a neglect of duty merely by saying 
in tho conviotion tho prisoner did not 
object to jurisdiction. Tlia prisonor verv 
naturally did not object, hat at tho same 
time he took good care not to givo his 
consont. Ho know that if tho magistrato 
triod tho casa without Lis positive con- 
Bent a conviction could not stand good, 
and ho was thoroforo only too glad that 
he should be tried -without that consent. 
The conviction was for this reason of it- 
solf wholly bad and must bo wholly 
quashed. Tho oonclusioiia at law con- 
tained in tbo conviction woro not sustain- 
ed by fact aud in this respect tho convic- 
tion was aho bad. Again no grievous 
bodily harm had heoncomnoittod, aud tho 
assault having no extraordinary intent 
was not an nggravatod asaault. Tho con- 
viction was for theso and othor reasons 
very bad and must he qnnsdied. 

Mr. Justico Grease fully cunourrod in 
the remarks mndo by his Lordship the 
Chiof Justico and quoted elaborately to 
point out tbo mode of procoduro by the 
Court in dealing with a return undor cer- 
tiorari. His honor also stated that thoro 
eoomod fo ho soiiielbin(r serious in the 
great difference botwoon tho original and 
amended conviction. 

Mr. Justico Gray said the conviction 
could not bo sustained. Ou almost every 
point brought against it it was untenable 
and it must thoroforo ho quashed. Ho 
fully agreed with tlio remarks of tho Chief 
Justico as to tho positive consent of tho 
defendant being necessary to ndmit tho 
jurisdiction. Tho law expressly provided 
that silence does not givo consent and con- 
sequently tho magistrato was decidedly 
wrong to havo tried the cause. The pris- 
onor had boon t iod where thero was no 
jurisdiction and tho couviction must bo 
set aside. 
The Court then adjourned.
